John - I use 10.116 as a 30 M QRP calling frequency. Most of the 30 M QRPers 
also use this as a calling frequency. There is usually prettty strong 
digiinterference here on 10.1060, so that pretty much clinches it for me. 


With the low power limit on 30 M, and with the rarity of stations with "Big 
Amtennas"; the QRP station is at a much better competitive advantage with 
non-QRP stations on 30 M. Thus, the need for a 30 M calling frequency is 
less than on other bands. 


By the way, 30 M is the premier QRP CW band. Weloxme aboard!! - Dr.

Well, It's been a while since this has come up, but I 
figure it's time to at least LIST all the issues. 


On the up side, slingshots are a great way to throw 
a small weight a respectable distance with acceptable 
accuracy. 


Now for the down sides... 


Number one, at least here in Mass, is that they WERE 
illegal. Specifically, they were listed in the old law as 
a 'prohibited weapon' and banned outright. However, 

with the gun law rewrite, it '‘appears' that they are no 
longer banned in what is called '180', the new gun laws. 
But... I have not yet been able to find in the relevant 
section of the law has been replaced (in which case 

they would be legal) or ‘enhanced’ (in which case they 
would still be banned) by the new '180'. 


On a more personal note, slingshots are dangerous. 


OK, in proper hands with the proper respect they can 
be fine. I had a '‘SureShot' when I was growing up. 
One of those things with the carved and releived wood 
handles that would kill rabits at 25 yards with 1/4" 
balls. NASTY weapon! And accurate too! 


Friends and I also built them, using the rubber bands 
that used to come on heads of lettuce. 8x4 (yep, that's 
32 bands) on each side of a leather pouch, to a 'Y' that 
was about 3 feet high and 16" wide... Two guys holding 
it, one backing up with an egg in the pouch... Well, 
you get the idea... 


But they are NOT designed to feed a line. VERY 
dangerous that way. Any snag and/or imbalance and the 
projectice COULD hit the yoke. (I've had that happen 
and it came back and grazed my head. Yes, it hurt!) 
Or, even worse, a Snag in your feed and the projectice 
suddenly comes back right at you, straight back, and 
remember, your ‘launch point' was just about at your 
eye... 


I see these IDIOTS who put spinning reels on sling shots 
and just wonder how STUPID they really are! 


OK, ok, odds are slim, right? SO WEAR EYE 
PROTECTION! ! 


And, DO NOT USE A SPINNING REEL!!! That is 

STUPIDITY in action! If you DO want to feed a line, 

go to a sporting goods store and get a reel DESIGNED 

to feed a line like this. They are made for bows and 
attach to arrows for fishing. These are special ‘conical 
shaped' reels that will feed the line with a MUCH lower 
chance of snagging. Is it perfect? No way! So wear 

eye protection!

Actually, the impedance of coax made twin lead is the same as the 
characteristic 

impedance of the coax unless you double each leg with another piece of 
coax. 

Each leg stands alone with it's characteristic impedance. 50 ohm coax 
makes 50 ohm 

twin lead unless you parallel two pieces of 50 ohm in each leg to make 25 
ohm. I have used this method to make phasing lines for stacked antennas, 
it works well. Paralleling the legs doubles the power handling capacity 
also, you can use small coax for big jobs. The slower velocity factor of 
the coax is useful also. You don't have as much slack in the phasing 
lines as you would with ladder line.

Recently I shared that I was seeing how stable I could build a 20-meter VFO. 
Well, I wasn't able to build one I was happy with. I built two Hartleys and 
a Colpitts, trying different layouts and components. They performed fairly 
well (one performed very well) at a constant room temperature with all NPO 


capacitors, but once I began varying the temperature and trying to 
compensate them, I ran into trouble. Using polystyrene wasn't enough so I 
also used some N150, N220, and N750 ceramic discs that I had on hand. Over a 
period of an hour or so, I'd vary the temperature about 20 degrees 
Fahrenheit and they'd pretty much stay put. I'd think I had it, then I'd 
leave and come back after several hours or over night and the frequency 
would have changed (usually dropped) a kilohertz or so. I left one powered 
up for several days and it dropped over five kilohertz. Maybe my capacitors 
aren't of that good of quality, I don't know, but I'm now ready to believe 
the several people who told me I couldn't build one to satisfy me.

I wonder why certain components are 
there and what the values of several components should be. Also I wonder if 
I should buffer it before or after the NE602. Could somebody direct me to a 
circuit that would help me or give me some direction?

Hi Mike-- 
Are you up for a 3rd opinion? 


The ARRL Antenna Book indicates that the Zo with two parallel coax cables 
will be twice the Zo of the individual cables. With 50 ohm, you get 100; 
with 70 you get 140. If you parallel two cables in each leg (four total 
now), you get back to the original Zo. 


It doesn't tell about the losses. I'd imagine that the matched line losses 
would be lower than with a single coax, because you're transmitting power 
at a higher voltage, lower current. Seems like the dielectric losses 
increase with increasing voltage, but resistive losses increase with 
increasing current. 


I don't believe losses would be as low as with 300 or 450 ohm twin lead or 
with open wire line. For one thing, the Zo is still lower and for another, 
you've still got that big hunk of dielectric in there. With parallel 
lines, it's either thinner or non-existent. 


Regarding the effects of the shield--I don't think there would be any 
longitudinal currents in the shields, because the whole mess is balanced. 


Hope these opinions support you in your campaign against the big-mouthed 


guy!

If there really is a QRP calling frequency on 30m I would say it is 
10.118 MHz at the present time. Over the years since 30m has been 
authorized for amateur use the frequency most occupied by QRP'ers has 
evolved. 10.106 MHz has been a DX frequency for a number of years and 
you can often find pile-ups there. 10.116 MHz is very close to a FAX 
station that is strong in the morning hours here in Texas. 


In general you can find QRP'ers all over the band with most of the CW 
activity below 10.125 MHz here in the U.S. I hear folks calling CQ 
/QRP all over the place.

You'll love the loop, esp. one 320m long. It's quiet. It'll load like a 
dream, and provide coverage most of us will envy. Wrote an article for NJQRP 
Home Brewer on the subject (1600' loop) last year. Just make sure it's 
robust: 

1.) Substantial support lines over the TOP of trees. (natural strain relief) 
2.) Float the whole loop in plastic clothes line pulleys. (distributes 
strain evenly around perimeter) 

3.) Feed it with twinlead or ladderline and use a tuner 


I have lots of experience in putting wire up using a slingshot and bottom 
half of a 20 1b. surf casting rig. (spinning reel; borrow it if necessary) 
There are, as some one posted indelicately, lots of stupid ways to use 
slingshots -and most other tools as well. My method: 

1.) use a 3 oz. sinker painted day glo. (self-limiting to ~120 ft; carries 
20 1b line down thru all kinds of trees) 

2.) put the surf rig in a 5 gal. tool bucket 6-8' BEHIND you, pointing at 
the top of the tree. (weight = stability) 

3.) shoot from the antenna side of the tree, ensuring it passes over a few 
forks in the utmost branches. 

4.) Pull stronger messenger line from the back of the tree in prep for the 
final support line pull, back. 

5.) Always secure both ends of all lines or face endless frustrations 
chasing lost ends and re shooting. 


Practice, Practice, Practice with your equipment before the real deal, or 
let an experienced person do it. In either case, a 2nd person is 
indispensable -unless you have the time and patience of a monk. Good luck 
and let us know how you do!

Have been following the slingshot thread and would like to offer 
alternative (after an unpleasant experience one afternoon). I have 
verted to the old "David and Goliath" method. I take a superball (the 
5 inch diameter sort) and drill a hole through it. Then I thread one 
d of fairly heavy twine through the hole. Making sure that the twine is 


free to pay out of the ball of string (it unwinds from the inside), I hold 


th 


e twine about 3 feet from the super ball and start to swing it. With a 


little practice you can tell when to let go so the ball will fly to an 
amazing height with good accuracy. If the ball misses its mark and gets 


lo 


dged in the branches, just pull on the string until it breaks. Then 


re-tie it and try again. This size of ball is heavy enough to pull 

the string to within reach of the ground. When the ball has landed where 
you want it to, use the string as usual to pull up the antenna wire. I 
know that it's not as much fun as a slingshot or spudgun, but it is very 
effective and much safer. 


Hope that this will save some injury to someone.

First, my apologies for being woefully late in posting this. I got 
swamped 

at work the morning after the hunt and am just now getting caught up. 
I'm also having trouble with my mail system. 


The evening started with much promise. Conditions seemed very good as I 
tuned around prior to the hunt.

and I was having very little trouble pulling out callsigns. At 0220utc 
the 

rate meter on my logging software hit 92 QSOs/hr -- I've never before 
achieved that!

The hounds spread out 
and I was having very little trouble pulling out callsigns. At 0220utc the 
rate meter on my logging software hit 92 QSOs/hr -- I've never before 
achieved that! 


Unfortunately the good times didn't last. The band went into the dumpster 
just after 0220utc. A slew of perfectly readable signals became a mess of 
barely perceptable callers. When Larry (N2WW) showed up at 0231 - nearly 

30 minutes ahead of our schedule - I figured things must be bad for him too. 
Such is Summer Fox Hunting. Regardless, I still had a blast! The combination 
of radio, adrenaline, and deep concentration yields quite a rush. 


A note about my antenna strategy (such as it was). I started with the high 
2el yagi (65ft) pointed west and the low 2el1 (25£t) pointed to the NE. I 
tried to rotate the antenna about 45 degrees every 10 minutes, tops. I went 
to the SE and then S, then reversed direction and jumped to NW, NE, and SE. 
Once the band changed the low yagi was useless and I stuck with the high one. 
The 2el yagi is pretty good but I have found that I can easily work people off 
the sides and back. Many times they are more readable off the sides than when 
the antenna is pointed right at them. As the clock approached 0330utc I went 
to the NE just to see if I could raise any Europeans and had no luck there. 

I then realized that I hadn't heard from Jim, AL7FS so I went back to NW 
around 0345. Bingo! He was there with a very strong signal and picked up 

a pelt. :) 


Anyway, the preliminary log shows 64 QSOs with 3 dupes. Thanks to everyone 
for a great evening and for all the QSOs. I'm sorry I couldn't give out 
more pelts. Please get me any corrections ASAP. Thanks!

The post quoted below includes a point that should be 
emphasized when he says "just pull on the string until 
it breaks" If you are sending a string with a weight on 
it through a tree's limbs, the weight has a good chance 
of becoming tangled. 


Nobody wants to leave 30 yards of string up in the 


trees. I never send anything up a tree without knowing 
where its weakest point is. The weak point is 
intentional. Example: slingshotting a sinker into a 
tree crown, I put a 6 pound test leader between the 
sinker and the 15 # high tech fishing line. If the 
sinker somehow gets snagged, I never lose more than 
the sinker plus leader. When the leader breaks, the 
fishing line comes free and the sinker often untangles 
itself and drops free. 


Here are some more tips: 


Painting the sinker glow orange was mentioned as an 
excellent way to enhance its visibility. If you are in 
a big hurry you can coat the sinker with white-out, and 
even that will help visibility some. In the seasons 
when foliage is especially dense, I put a 6 foot length 
of glow orange mason's twine between the leader and the 
fishing line. The 6 foot length of glow orange twine 
stands out nicely and is less likely to be obscured by 
leaves than a small sinker. 


On the subject of helping yourself see where the string 
has gone: If you have the luxury of being able to haul 
along a lot of tools, consider bringing binoculars. If 
you have to visually trace a distant string to see 
where it is going, you can focus the binoculars so that 
the string is just at the far reach of the depth of 
field (zone of focus) that technique keeps the string 
visible and makes it stand out against the background. 


If you have a few 300 foot or longer lengths of twine 
and light rope for hauling things up into the tree, 
keeping these things orderly can be a chore. Make the 
operation neat and easy by paying out and taking up and 
storing your twine and hauling lines on those crank 
type plastic spools sold as electrical cord reels. 
There have been some well constructed ones made of 
orange plastic such as "Kordwynd" and "Cordwheel",and 
less well constructed "Bayco" . Right now the best one 
I know of is a black plastic reel "Electricord" by 
Leviton available at Sears Roebuck hardware. Be sure of 
smooth operation, try to crank the reel in the store 
before buying.

The impedance of two 50 Ohm RG-213 coax is 100 Ohms, two RG6 75 Ohms 
is 150 ohms, and the impedance of two RG62 92 Ohms coax is 184 Ohms. 
What is low loss? If the open wire line touches something or is very close 
to 

something it will not be low loss. Try to bury an open wire line. 

Even a pair of RG62 coax does not match 300 Ohms so everything is a 
comprimise. 

There are some who say only resonate antennas are low loss. 

VSRW is not much of a problem if you have one of those old tube output 
amplifiers.

Diz -- W8DIZ: 


My secret is a little amp I put together using 6 parallel 2N2222s -- the 
plastic ones. The design was shamelessly copied from a 1979 Doug DeMaw 
design -- it was the final of his Universal CW Transmitter described in his 
Dec 1979 QST article entitled "Transmitter Fundamentals". 


I added an output filter -- and a zener to prevent the 2222s from smoking if 
driven too hard (I burned up a few of them while I was messing with the 
design). I've got a picture of the TT2/amp on my Tuna Tin/amp web page at: 
http: //pweb.netcom.com/~jakecart/TT-Amp.htm . 


The amp is the bottom layer -- kinda hard to see. The rig will put out 
about 1.25 watts of clean signal. I keep it under 1w to make it 


interesting. Its powered by 12v 7ah gel cell. 


I built a Manhattan-style Neophyte to pair with the TT. The Neophyte is a 


DC receiver -- which took me some time to get used to -- but with a 
scratch-built audio filter and additional audio amp it works pretty well. 
When conditions are rough I fall back to my commercial receiver -- a Kenwood 


TS440 with all the filters, a 20m vertical loop antenna and an offboard DSP 
filter. I was using the TS440 as the receiver for our QSO. My Neophyte is 
at http://sites.netscape.net/jakeycarter/neophyte . 


That "multiPIG" transceiver you were using must have a very good receive 
capability. Is the design on the NoGA web site?

As one who has been shooting slingshots since the early 1950's I can tell 
you that no intelligent person holds a slingshot at eye level to shoot. 
They are shot from the hip. I have hit birds in flight and running rats 
that way when I was a kid. When shooting over a tree the hand holding the 
pouch will be at your belt. Yes, it takes practice but it can be done. 


Personally, however, I prefer to use my surf casting rod as I feel that it 

is so much easier. My weight is an old auto spark plug tied to 20 # line. 

Obviously an overhead cast is necessary and yes practice is necessary here 

too. The advantage of using the rod is that if for some reason you made a 

wild cast you can arrest the projectile by manipulating the line to prevent 
damage or injury.

I have used a slingshot for nearly 20 years to erect antennas. When we 
lived in the condo I used a Whamm-O slingshot bought at the local K-Mart 
to launch my stealth antenna. Since it was made from magnet wire I was 
relaunching about every other week when I was there! 


I took the slingshot to the new house and used it there to launch the 
wire I use to this day. Well actually I had to put up the wire twice 
Since the first one broke after about 1.5 years! 


I have never had any trouble. I use lead fishing weights. I lay the 
monofilament on the ground instead of using a fishing reel. I have used 
a reel but ai mounted it on a 3 foot dowel and drove that into the 
ground several feet in front of me. 

I have had good success with the slingshot. However, I am as aware of 
the dangers that exist, both from the slingshot and the weight. I have 
had weights come off the wire and land in the street! I believe that IF 
the slingshot is legal where you are, and that you are a responsible 


adult, you can use them safely! I have not tried fishing rods. I have 
not tried bows though I do believe a good fishing bow would work as well 
or better!
